LONDON—(?)—A Moscow radio commentator early today ac- 


cused the Western Powers of pursuing a “policy of deliberately | 


ignoring the Foreign Ministers’ Council in solving various interna- 
tional problems.” 

V. Linetsky, in an English-language broadcast recorded by the 
Soviet Monitor, said such a policy accounts for the Western Pow- 
ers’ rejection of Russia’s proposal for a Council meeting on the 
German question. 

“They prefer to circumvent the Council,” the commentator 
said, “and to replace the German problem—of great importance 
te the future of the world—by the so-called Berlin question which 
they themselves have artifically created.” 


Okinawa Typhoon Lashes Tokyo Area 


TOK YO—(?)—A typhoon blowing up from badly-lashed Oki- 
nawa swept over the Tokyo area early today, but did nothing more 
than drench the capital in rain before moving harmlessly north. 

The storm, at its 120-mile-an-hour peak, caused an Army-esti- 
mated $10,000,000 damage on American-held Okinawa, It passed 50 
miles south of Tokyo with maximum surface winds of 60 miles an 
hour at the center. ° 

No damage was reported. 


Soviet Demands Part of Italy's Navy 

LONDON—(INS)—Moscow radio announced today that Russia 
has informed Italy it “insists” on immediate transfer of part of 
the Italian Navy to the Soviet Union under the peace treaty terms. 

The broadcast, monitored by Reuters, said Russia called atten- 
tion to the “impermissible” situation which has arisen through 
Italy’s failure te turn over the ships in a note handed to the Italian 
Ambassador. ; 

Last February Italy said 45 naval vessels, including the old 
battleship Guilio Cesare, were scheduled to go to Russia. 

The broadcast recalled Russia had made it “considerably easier” 
for Italy by agreeing to accept 33 ships without repairs.

FDR Shrine 
Is Protected

When the Little White House, in Warm 

Springs, is opened to the public the latter 

part of this month, as Chairman Ivan Allen, 

Sr., of the Franklin D. Roosevelt Memorial 

| Commission, assures us it will be, souvenir 

snatchers may not expect the same “happy hunting ground” 

which the late President’s Hyde Park home has turned 
out to be. 

The great stone home of the Roosevelts in Dutchess 
County, New York, has all but been carted away by an 
army, hungry for mementoes of Roosevelt. Stairways have 
been torn away, piece by piece, chinks have been pried from 
the walls, ornaments have been wrenched from their bases. 

Added to the desecrations of the souvenir hunters at 
Hyde Park has been the wear and tear of the milling thou- 
sands. At Hyde Park, the administrators’ have learned to 
their sorrow that a million people suddenly taking over a 
house built for one family can bring untold damage. Sup- 
ports are weakened, walls are caused to crack, floor are 
worn thin. 

Thanks to the foresightedness of the Franklin D. Roose- 
velt Memorial Commission, which will administer the Little 
White House, Roosevelt’s Georgia home will be spared such 
a fate. There will be no change in the appearance of the 
house, inside or out, but it will be a structure so strength- 
ened in its underpinnings and other vital parts that it will 
be able to withstand the steady pounding of millions of 


visitors. 

To prevent its treasures from being stolen, they have been riveted 
in place with copper wiring—every picture, every ship, every curio. 
Everything is right where it was when the President left, but it is 
nailed down, so to speak. And rooms have been roped off. The 
public will be allowed to stand and view the rooms, but not to 
trample them down. 

To accommodate the visitors there will be a paved parking area 
for 200 cars and an administration building where one may relax. 
It sounds like a swell job the Commission has done for Georgia and 
the Roosewelt shrine and we shall await with anticipation the an- 
nouncement of the exact opening date.

Former Atlantan Aids 
Rehabilitation Work

WASHINGTON—One of the reasons people are hearing so much 
about the physically handicapped is the determination of persons who 
have had crippling experience to help fellow-sufferers. 


Such a person is a former At- 
lantan, David Amato, who heads 
the Federal Security Agency of- 
fice which has charge of rehabili- 
tation service in the District of 
Columbia. | 

Amato, who lived in Atlanta’ 
during most of his boyhood, is a 
36-year-old spastic paralytic and 
a product of the rehabilitation 
work of the office he now heads, 
and in his post, he is seeking to 
do for about 1,300 persons a year 
what was done for him. | 

The Amato story is in the tradi- 
tion of America as a land of refuge 
and advancement. It began in’ 
1917 when he was five, and was 
struck down by a German Army 
truck in Jerusalem. He spent the 
next two years in a hospital in 
Jerusalem, finally being  diis- 
charged as a hopeless paralytic. 

But Papa Amato brought his) 
family to America, seeking help’ 
for the crippled child. He went to) 
Atlanta to be near the Crippled 
Children’s Hospital of the Shrin-| 
ers. In Atlanta, he opened a shoe- 
shop and David went regularly to 
the hospital’s free out-patient 
clinic. He learned to walk.

About two weeks ago a mentally ill 
woman died in our common jail. A fine 
woman, with a devoted family, she was 
innocent of wrong and assuredly did not 
deserve to be in jail. 

The Atlanta Constitution produced an 
editorial based on her death. We said 
that here again was cruel and shocking 
evidence that we still dwelt in the dark 
ages when mentally ill persons were 
chained and mistreated. We pointed out 
that for years we had editorially urged 
something be done; that countless grand 
juries had so recommended, and that still 
nothing had been done. 

We were made happy by the fact that 
because of that editorial Ordinary Eugene 
Gunby called a committee meeting, out of 
which grew consultations with the will- 
ing, but funds-lacking, Hospital Authority 
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Is Taken : 


already burdened with a crowded, inade- 
quate Grady Hospital. 

Yesterday the Hospital Authority voted 
to install a mental ward at Grady so that 
never again will the mentally sick be 
placed in jail to await commitment to Mil- 
ledgeville. The fault has been that of the 
public, which has never let the Legisla- 
tures know it wanted the law changed. 

Fulton and DeKalb Counties now have 
solved their problem. But 157 other coun- 
ties in Georgia still will follow State law 
and jail mentally sick persons until they 
can be committed to the State Hospital. 
The job has just begun. We at The Con- 
stitution are proud of our part in it and 
pledge ourselves to continued support of 
the Hospital Authority in its great task 
of building a new hospital and medical 
center in Atlanta. 


‘We Ought To Be Ashamed’ 


COLUMBUS, Ohio—The general re- 
action among the 146 Georgians making 
Cason Callaway’s better farm tour’ is not 
so much of awe and admiration at what 
other States are doing as of regret that, 
we in Georgia have made relatively such 
little use of our tremendous natural ad- 
vantages. 

Yesterday, they witnessed the won- 
ders which the traditionally thrifty Penn- 
sylvania Dutch have wrought in the fer- 
tile Lebanon Valley. There, every drop 
of rainfall is conserved in a series of ir- 
rigation ditches and storage ponds for 
use in drouths. With natural grazing less 
than half the year, dairying is a highly 
profitable industry at milk prices lower 
than Georgia’s. 


Today, on 30-odd farms surrounding 
this Ohio metropolis, they saw similar 
evidences of hard work and ingenuity. 
On land which does not compare with 
the average Georgia soil, they saw pro- 
duction which outstrips anything in our 
State. 


Small wonder, then, that one member 
of the party, gazing enviously at rolling 
pasture land on which grazed a magnifi- 
cent herd of Holsteins remarked reflec- 
tively:

Dilemma of Labor and the Bosses 


WASHINGTON—Democratic hopes to recapture the Presidency for Harry S. Truman, admittedly 
slim at best, are predicted upon a huge turnout of voters on election day, much larger than in any 


past year. 


This is no secret. The President, himself, has confessed it in a loud voice from the back plat- 
form’ of his special train wherever he has appeared in this campaign. He not only has appealed 
for people to get registered and vote, but has bluntly lectured them on this civic duty by pointing 
out that only a third of them took the trouble to go to the polls in the 1946 congressional elections. 

“And look what you got—that Eightieth do-nothing Republican Congress!” he adds. “If you don’t 
get out and vote this year you’ll deserve what you get.” 


This is his own personal political moral for 
the get-out-the-vote campaign. Past experience 
has demonstrated that a large vote helps the 
Democrats, especially a large vote in the big 
cities which provided the margin in the last two 
Roosevelt victories after farmers began to drift 
back to their traditional Republicanism with the 
return of prosperity. The Roosevelt victory pat- 
tern was made up of the Solid South and the 
big cities which swung the large Eastern and 
industrial Midwestern States with their sizable 
electoral votes. 


Because of this successful design in 
the past, it was therefore bad news for 
Democratic strategists when books in 
New York City closed last week with a 
total registration of only 3,321,782, which 
was only slightly better than the 3,217,751 
of 1944 and under the 3,390,000 of 1940. 


As well as for its meaning in key New York 
City and State, this statistic has significance 
also in the national picture. Dr. George Gallup, 
the polling expert, has made an analysis of the 
last eight national elections, congressional and 
presidential, which shows a relationship be- 
tween New York City registration and the total 
national vote in subsequent national, elections. 
From 1932 to 1946, the total national vote 
ranged from 17 to 12.7 times New York City’s 
registration. Taking the year of the biggest na- 
tional vote, 1944, when the figure was 14.7 times 
New York City’s registration, and above the 
average for the eight years, which is 14.54, and 
applying it to the registration this year would 
forecast a total vote of 48,380,195. That is better 
than four years ago, when the total vote, ex- 
cluding soldiers, was 45,400,000, but less than 
49,901,835 of 1940. 


Democrats were talking this year in 
terms of 55,000,000 to 60,000,000 votes. 
The much lower probable total seems to 
bear out the apathy which is manifest 
in the failure of either President Truman 
or Gov. Dewey to arouse much excitement 
this year, as was observed by this reporter 


on the first campaign trips of both can- 
didates. 


The cold statistical picture would seem, too, 
to provide another exhibit of what has hap- 
pened to the Democratic Party. The big city 
vote which was so helpful to Democrats in the 
past was due to a turnout of labor and to the 
a precinct work directed by big city 

sses. 


But only three months ago big city 
bosses and labor leaders were allied, along 
with the South, to kick Harry Truman off 
the Democratic ticket. As they go about 
trying to stir up enthusiasm for him 
they are compelled to eat their words of 
not many weeks ago. They made a show 
of closing ranks after the Convention, 
though some labor trekked out after 
Henry Wallace and John L. Lewis is again 
throwing his anathemas at the President, 
no néw exercise for him. But the start 
was late and slow and the New York reg- 
istration would indicate that the spade- 
work has not been as successful, and per- 
haps not as earnest, as is necessary 
this year.

D ] To be perfectly frank about it, what we need to do is to 
e ay remove every vestige of the lame-duck from our adminis- 
trative and legislative processes—including that of the presidency 
itself. 

Our Achilles heel is the long delay between a presidential elec- 
tion and the inauguration. If the President is re-elected, it doesn’t 
matter so much. But if the man in office is defeated, especially 
in time of world tension, it matters a great deal. 

If Harry Truman is defeated, as indicated, there will be 79 
days before Thomas E. Dewey is inaugurated. The election is 
Nov. 2. The President is not inaugurated until Jan. 20. Not 
merely will President Truman be, if defeated, a lame-duck Presi- 
dent, but the Congress will be, as now, dominated by the rival party. 


The Russians know that if they can create a national 
emergency within that period, Harry. S. Truman would 
have a tragic time of handling the situation. Our politics and 
our individual freedom, which we treasure so much, can be great 
handicaps. We subject it to unnecessary strains. Unless we were 
attacked, or under the gun of an ultimatum, the Congress which 
Harry S. Truman would have to call into session would be most 
reluctant to act. it also would be subject to the confusion which 
would be a part of the emergency. It would be bombarded by every 
subversive type of propaganda. The situation could be critically 
harmful. 

There is criticism even now of Mr. Truman, saying he has left 
Washington and is not interested in, or paying any attention to, 
This is hardly fair or true. The Secretary of 
State and the State Department normally handle these matters, 
coming to the President only on top-level decisions. The presi- 
dential train is in hourly contact with the White House. 


Fear But even this criticism serves to illustrate again the fact 

that for tne moment, at least, foreign problems are on the 
minds of the American people more than ever before in our his- 
tory, save in time of actual war. If a crisis were to develop in 
the unfortunate 79 days, the American people would, without doubt, 
be in a state of political tremors in which they would begin to 
doubt themselves and their government. 

We need, of course, another amendment to the Constitution.

If anyone has been so patient as to read

Unless you have a bet on the games, it matters absolutely 
nothing to you, your well-being, or your future, which set of uni- 
forms wins any game, or the Series.

Just lovabie, laughable exuberance, implies the writer, in 
the case of such a hero. 

But ask the judge of any traffic court in the land. He would, 
rightfully, call it potential murder, no matter who drove the car.

. The Facts Behind the Berlin Crisis 


(This is the first of five articles on the Berlin crisis, based in part on the secret diplomatic docu- 


ments just published by the State Department.) 


The tug-of-war over Berlin really began on July 3, 1945. On that day the American Second 
Armored Division rumbled eastward, through pouring rain, along Hitler’s six-lane highway, the “Auto-

sector of Berlin. Maj. Gen. Floyd L. Parks, in temporary cominand, was in a hurry. The next day 
would be the Fourth of July and there was to be a parade for the occasion.

At Helmstedt, the border of the Soviet Zone, 
the advance guards on motorcycles found a bar- 
rier stretched across the highway. A Soviet of- 
ficer, polite but firm, brought to a halt the whole 
division, witn its tanks and trucks and troop car 
riers stretching westward for miles. 7 

His orders, he said, were to count every ve- 
hicle and every man before letting the Amer!- 
cans in—to make sure that the actual number 

‘would tally with the number previously agreed 
upon. 

: Gen. Parks fumed and fussed, but he was 
helpless. The division was stalled for seven 
hours while the count went on. It reached the 
battered capital just in time to raise the Ameri- 
can flag outside the Adolf Hitler Barracks, side 
by side with the Soviet flag, on the morning 
of the Fourth. 

The seven-hour delay was just a foretaste of 
the next three years. 

The Americans and their western allies were 
in Berlin by virtue of prior agreements made with 

Soviet participation and consent. The first, 
made in September, 1944, by the European Ad- 
visory Commission in London, split Germany 
into four occupation zones’ and made Berlin a 
four-vower island in the middle of the Soviet 
Zone. 


This agreement was approved by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, Prime Minister Churchill 
and Generalissimo Stalin at Yalta. It was 
confirmed in general terms in an exchange 
of messages between President Truman and 
Stalin on June 14 and 16, 1945. The Tru- 
man message said that American forces, 
which had advanced deep into the Soviet 
Zone, would be pulled back to the zone boun- 
daries—but on condition that the military 

' commanders reached a satisfactory agree 
ment giving road, rail and air access to 
American forces in Berlin. Stalin agreed. 


Accordingly, the American, British and So- 
viet military commands agreed on June 29 that 
the single railroad and highway from Magde- 
burg to Berlin should be used as the only land 
route for getting to Berlin from the west. 

Gen. Lucius D. Clay, who represented the 
United States, wanted a corridor under Ameri- 
can controi along this route, but Soviet Marshal 
Zhukov refused. He said the Soviet authorities 
did not care what would be hauled along the 
route, or how many trucks or trains would be 
used—and on this basis the westerners assented. 

As for air traffic, Zhukov proposed, and the 
others agreed, that the main air lane for the 
western allies would also go from Magdeburg to 
Berlin, with one route of access from Frankfurt 
to Magdeburg, and the other from Hanover, in 
the British Zone. ; 

After the American troops had entered Berlin 
a third agreement made the western allies respon- 
sible for feeding and supplying the people in 
their sector of the city. 

These agreements were not as precise as they 
should have been; they were left to be clarified 
and strengthened by day-to-day and month-to- 
month usage, and a good deal was left to the 
presumed good faith of Russia as an ally in 
arms. But from the start the Russians showed 
clearly that they felt they had special rights 
all over Berlin. 

In spite of the western allied occupation and 
the division of Berlin into sectors, the Russians 
tried to keep in office a Soviet-sponsored mu- 
nicipal government for the entire city. When 
voters in the western sectors repudiated this 
Communist city government, the Russians tried 
to control the police in all four sectors, and 
claimed the right to veto every appointment to 
municipal] office. 

In the seme way they used their veto inces- 
sanily in the Kommandatura, the four-power 
body. in charge of the city, so that effective four- 
power control became difficult and at times im- 
possible. 

The western allies, in turn, made their 
own authority clear in their own sectors of 
the city. They pushed Soviet troops and 
officials out of municipal government of- 
fices in the western sectors. They brought 
in western ideas as well as food and fuel. 
By newspaper and radio they spread their 
democratic doctrines, not only throughout 
Berlin, but into the surrounding Soviet ter- 
ritory. 

Berlin, in short, soon became an arena of 
fnter-allied rivalry, and all inter-allied relation- 
ships in Berlin were distorted by the wider east- 
west struggle over the prostrate body of Ger- 
many. 

When the Second Armored Division took up 
its garrison duties, barges loaded with Soviet 
loot were passing in plain view along the Wann-

The Russians were dismantling factories and 
methodically stripping their zone of everything 
moveable they wanted, although their share of 
reparations from Germany had not yet been de- 
cided. 

They refused to send food from their zone 
into the western sectors of Berlin or into West- 
ern Germany. They pulled a curtain of secrecy 
around their zone outside Berlin. They did all 
this, and more, in spite of the fact that Presi- 
dent Truman, Prime Minister Attlee and Gener- 
alissimo Stalin had agreed at Potsdam, in July 
of 1945, to treat all of Germany as an economic 
unit. 

After almost a year of vain protests from 
the West, Secretary of State James F. Byrnes 
proposed in June, 1946, that if all four powers 
were not willing to merge the economic life of 
their zones, those who were willing should do so. 
In December the British and Americans agreed 
to combine the economic administration of their 
zones, including the Ruhr, the industrial heart 
of Germany, and about 45,000,000 German people. 

The British and Americans simply went 
ahead without the Russians in restoring normal 
life to the western zones, During 1947 they set 
up German state governments, with weak but 
gradually developing powers; they created a 
German economic authority for all the states 
in the combined zones, and during February and 
March of this year, and again in April and 
May, the Americans, British and French agreed 
in London to carry the process two steps further. 

After one more futile attempt to get Soviet 
agreement they decided, first, to introduce a 
new currency soon in Western Germany in 
Place of the worthless German marks and the 
cigarettes which had been used for money since 
the end of the war. They decided, secondly 
(and they announced this decision at once), to 
let the Germans in the western zones start writ- 
ing a constitution for a political federation of 
all of Western Germany. 

The Russians had always complained bitter- 


zones, With the first news of the political 
merger they promptly fired warning shots across 
the Westerners bows. In February and March 
they sent two formal protests against what they 
called the “dismemberment” of Germany.- On 
March 20 their commander in Berlin, Marshal 
Vassili Sokolovsky, stalked out of the four-power 
allied contro] council meeting, saying that by 
setting up a Western German government the 
Western allies had forfeited whatever legal right 
they had to share in the control of Berlin. 

The Russians reacted with more than words. 
They demanded the right to inspect every piece 
of western allied freight and every person en- 
tering or leaving Berlin. The Americans offered 
to show the Russians a passenger list and a 
freight manifest of each train, but no more. 


During the Spring American, British and 
French rail and barge traffic was interrupt- 
ed; the automobile highway from the west 
was ordered closed “for repairs” to a bridge 
across the Elbe, and a creeping paralysis set 
in over the supply of the western sectors of 


Berlin. 


On June 18 the western allies announced their 
currency reform for Western Germany, although 
not for Berlin. The Russians promptly stopped 
all passenger train traffic between the western 
and eastern zones, halted all road traffic and 
demanded a special Soviet license for all water 
transport. 

On June 22, after an angry four-power meet- 
ing, the Russians introduced a new currency into 
their zone and ordered it used in all parts of 
Berlin. The western allies countered by putting 
their new western zone money, with a special 
over-stamp “B” for Berlin, into their sectors of 
the city. The bewildered Berliners paid for some 
transactions in the so-called “ruble-marks” and 
some in western marks. 

In London on the same day Foreign Secretary 
Ernest Bevin said the westerners would be per- 
fectly willing to have the Soviet marks used as 
the only currency in Berlin, but only if its print- 
ing and distribution were controlled by all four 
powers. The Russians showed no interest. 

The next day, June 23, the blow fell. On 
the plea of “technical difficulties,” the Russians 
suspended all railroad passenger and freight 
traffic into Berlin, and all barge traffic as well. 
The 2,500,000 -people in the western sectors of 
Berlin could be supplied only by air. 

Gen. Clay did not argue. Instead, he rushed 
an urgent appeal to the Army chiefs in Washing- 
ton to send him more cargo planes.

The Happy Hot Dog and the Wobblies 


WASHINGTON—At the time of the IWW’s anarchy in Bisbee, Ariz., in 1917, Newton Baker, 
President Wilson’s Secretary of War, was yelling his head off for copper production. 

The constitution of the IWW (Industrial Workers of the World) said: “A struggle must go until 
the workers take possession of the earth and the machinery of production and abolish the wage 


system.” 

Sec. of Labor Wilson later said that Presi- 
dent Wilson had been very much disturbed by 
the IWW’s interference with the production of 
copper. 

Meanwhile, Tom Mooney and Warren Billings 
nad been convicted of killing a lot of people 
with a time bomb at a preparedness parade in 
San Francisco. They were sentenced to death. 
Their sentences were commuted to life in prison 
under political pressure from Russia applied 
through Washington. Finally they were released 
from prison, although they were still legally 
guilty of the slaughter. 


Theodore Roosevelt tore into Felix 
Frankfurter. He said he had failed to dis- 
close material information about the Bisbee 
deportations in his report to President Wil- 
son. The Bisbee sheriff, Harry C. Wheeler, 
elected by the labor vote, justified his de- 
portation of about 1,100. men on the ground 
that he had a statutory power and duty to 
use all necessary force in the presence of 
a threat to the peace. Most of them were 
Mexican, Villistas and German and Austrian 
enemy aliens. , 


Woodrow Wilson’s heart bled for the “labor 
vote,” but he wanted copper for his war to make 
the world safe for democracy. And, after the 
sheriff and his deputized vigilantes had shipped 
the anarchists over into the desert al Columbus, 
N. M., in box cars, President Wilson took a very 
sanctimonious view of the outrage. 

That made the sheriff good and sore, after 
he had made it possible to produce the copper 
for Woodrow. Sheriff Wheeler slammed this 
hypocrisy right back. Most of the deportees 
trom Bisbee were strangers, not home-loving pa- 
triots being dispossessed, and 80 percent were 
enemy aliens. The Bisbee deportation was exe 
cuted by the resident people and the deportees 
were invaders and able-bodied males, mainly riot- 
ous roughnecks. 

After Felix Frankfurter had done his stuff 
as counsel for a “mediation commission,” he 
wrote a report which Theodore Roosevelt at- 
tacked. On Dec. 19, 1917, T. R. wrote to Frank- 
furter that “You are taking on behalf of the 
administration an attitude which seems to me to 
pe fundamentaliy that of Trotsky and other Bol- 
Your report on the 
Bisbee deportation is as thoroughly misleading 
a document as could be written on the subject. 
No official, writing on behalf of the President, is 
to be excused for failure to know and clearly 
to set forth that the IWW is a criminal organi- 
zation. To ignore the fact that a movement such 
as its members made into Bisbee is made with 
criminal intent is as foolish as for a New York 


| policeman to ignore the fact that when the 


| Whyo gang assembles with guns and knives it 
is with criminal intent. The President is not to 
be excused if he ignores the fact, for, of course, 
he knows all about it. 

“When no efficient means are employed to 
guard well-behaved citizens from the most brutal 
kind of lawlessness, it is inevitable that those 
citizens shall try to protect themselves. When 
the President, either personally or by representa- 
tive (meaning Frankfurter), rebukes the men who 
defend themselves it is necessary sharply to point 
out that far heavier blame attaches to the au- 
thorities who fail to give the needed protection, 
and up to the investigators (again Frankfurter) 
who fail to point out the criminal character of 
the organization against which the decent citizens 
have taken action. Here you are engaged in 
excusing men precisely like the Bolsheviki in 
Russia who are murderers and encouragers of 
murder, who are traitors to their allies, to de 
mocracy and to civilization and whose acts are 
nevertheless apologized for on grounds substan- 
lially like those which you allege.” 

Frankfurter put the finger on his own jugular 
in his reply. 

Referring to the Mooney-Billings affair, he 
blandly admitted that “the attention of this 
(Wilson’s) Government was directed to the al- 
a perversion of justice in these cases, through 

ussia.” : 


That was true. When the Bolshevik revo- 
lution exploded, in October, 1917, bricks 
sailed through the window of the American 
Embassy in Petrograd. David R. Francis, 
the Ambassador, heard voices in the meb 
shouting: “Free Tom Mooney!” A few days 
later, George Creel, commanding the Geov- 
ernment’s war propaganda machine, got a 
cable from Francis asking: “Whe is Tom 
Mooney?” 


Mr. Creel said years later that President Wil- 
son deliberately prevented the punishment of two 
murderers as an act in appeasement of the Trot- 
sky Communists in Petrograd. 

Now let us resume Frankfurter’s reply te 
Roosevelt and try to learn what his attitude to- 
ward Communists and terrorists really is. 

“The circumstances surrounding these perse- 


cutions’—he calls the legal trials and sentences 
upon these murderers “persecutions” — “were 
among the strongest of certain incidents involv- 
ing our national life which were made the basis 
of prejudicial propaganda against us in Russia. 
It affected unity of our Russian ally and the 
relation of Russia to this country.” 

To me that means that he might tolerate mur- 
der and’ anarchy by Communists in the United 
States to ootain political effects in Communist 
Russia.

For Child Bride

What do you tell a mother whose 
daughter, 14, has married a boy of one 
day’s acquaintance, and believes, blithely, 


that “she'll stay married a little while”? 


A frantic Atlanta mother is facing that dangerous dilemma 
today and has turned to every agency she knows for advice. There 
is no answer, of course. There is no help. 

The child involved is pretty and popular and has been dating 
for some time. Last Saturday she went to a football game, failed 
to return at the usual time, and finally phoned her mother at 6 
o’clock in the morning from a neighboring town. 

“I’ve just married a boy,” she announced triumphantly, “I 
knew you'd be worried about where I was.” 

She hung 


The mother says now she was unable to answer. 
up, . A minute later she remembered the call came from 


Lawrenceville. She jumped into her own car, headed that way. 
Of course the children were nowhere to be found when she got 
to the town. She drove on blindly, trying to figure where they 
might have gone. 

The woman does not remember exactly what happened, but 
her car apparently ran off the road, and she woke up at midday 
in a hospital in Manchester, near Warm Springs. She was pain- 
fully injured, and her car was wrecked. 

She is ignoring all that in her feverish concern for her child- 
bride daughter, who is too young to know the implications of a 
marriage so impetuous and so premature. 

“Can you help me?” the mother pleaded. “I need some help.”

EGG SHELL 


I have boiled eggs (washed, 
of cour and used the same 
waternio m ea, in the belief 
that the water |contains some 
lime which the ‘system needs. 
Mother used to use eggshell 
when making coffee, but she 
said it was to settle the coffee, 
and I thought it was done to 
get the lime, (E. L.) 


Answer—Eggshell is practical- 
ly pure calcium carbonate (lime) 
and may be so employed medi- 
cally when dried and powdered. 
Little if any of it dissolves in 
the water in which eggs are 
boiled, but there is no objection 
to such use of the water as you 
describe. You get more calcium 
(lime) from the yolk of an egg 
or from a glass of milk than 
you would get from gallons of 
such water. However, most 
Americans get insufficient cal- 
cium (lime) to maintain good 
nutrition, functional health.

1-0 victory over Cleveland in the opening game of the World’s Series. 
The Arkansas Traveler’s victory was the first 1-0 series 
game since 1923. It was a masterful job over Bobby Feller 
and one of the really great World Series’ performances of 
all time. 

Southern League fans remember the lanky curve-baller from a 
couple of seasons witn Nashville back before the war, in 1940-41. 

But few if any of them dared to predict he would become 
one of baseball’s great modern pitchers, much less whip the 
mighty Feller, 1-0, in a World’s Series. 

You see, Sain’s performance in the Southern was mediocre at 
best. He pitched only 97 innings his first season here, winning 
eight and losing four, and compiling an earned-run average of 
4.45. The next season he did even worse, winning six and losing 
12 in 139 innings for an earned-run mark of 4.60.

He went up ito the Braves in 1942, winning four and losing 
seven. Then followed three years in the Naval Air Corps. 


He was released in time for the 1946 season and then 
really started his career which has seen him win at least 
20 games for three consecutive seasons, 20 in °46, 21 in °47 
and 24 this year. 

Johnny proved his greatness often in yesterday’s opening 
game of the series but never more emphatically than in the 
ninth inning when, with two out, an error by Bob Elliott 
put the tying run on second. 

Instead of cracking under the strain, the guy from Arkansas 
merely clamped down a little harder on the tobacco bulging in 
his cheek and fanned the dangerous Walt Judnich on three curve

Cry Babies” inthe Southern League in 1940, Cleveland was 

very much in the sports news. 

That was the year of the famous “Cry Babies,” and one 
cannot but help contrast that team with the one this year, 
the one which didn’t quit and which won the American 
League pennant under the sternest of pressure, a play-off 
with the Red Sox. 

In 1940, Oscar Vitt was manager of the Indians, who didn’t 
relish the situation at all even to the extent of holding meetings 
among themselves to decide whether they would or would not 
play for this Mr. Vitt. 

Cleveland led the pennant race most of the season but 
finally collapsed under the pressure of the Detroit Tigers 
and the unmerciful riding the “cry babies” were getting 
from fans. 

Everywhere the Tribe went, it was confronted with baby bot- 
tles, carriages, diapers and the nerve-wracking, taunting “cry-baby” 
yells of fans. 

It was too much and the club cracked. Most any team would. 
Three Left On this present team, there are only three regulars 

who were with the 1940 cry babies and all three 
have contributed materially to the present success of the Indians. 

Lou Boudreau is manager and shortstop this season. He 
was only the shortstop in 1940. Ken Keltner was at third 
and still is. And Bobby Feller was having one of his great 
years then, as now. 

Otherwise, house has been cleaned of fellows like Hal 
ae Rollie Hemsley, Ray Mack, Ben Chapman and Jeff

And there is definitely a new spirit in the Indians. 

Although they lost the first game of the series, the Tribe re- 
mains the favorite for the world’s championship.

LIVING COSTS GROW — The 
Consumer’s Price Index, (cost of 
living) in Atlanta rose 3.2 percent 
from May 15 to mid-August of 
this year, placing Atlanta second 
only to New York, among 15 ma- 
jor cities, in rise of price levels 
for the period, according to 
Brunswick A. Bagdon, Regional 
Director of the U. S. Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. Recording an in- 
crease every quarter since June 
15, 1947, the Consumer Price In- 
dex in Atlanta now stands at 
176.2, (1935-39 prices equal 100), 
Bagdon said. Thus living costs 
are up 8.6 percent above those 
of August, 1947, and nearly 
80 percent over the prewar month 
of August, 1939.
